Every indication seems to point to 
the disintegration oi the strike move­ 
ment in Russia. 
Several large fac­ 
tories in St. Petersburg reopened yes­ 
terday and a general resumption of 
work on Monday is expected by the 
employes. 
General Kuropatkin's report of the 
success of his latest forward move­ 
ment seems to have acquired in St. 
Petersburg the added importance of 
being a check to a J apanese advance. 
It is probable that this has had some 
effect 
toward 
quieting the 
uneasy 
populace of the Russian capital, but in 
any case the workmen seem to have 
been converted to the idea that their 
surest reliance for remedy of their 
gievances is in the government. 
At 
Warsaw yesterday there was a serious 
collision between workmen and sol­ 
diers, official reports giving the casu­ 
alties as two killed and seven wound 
ed. The strike at L.ibau continues, and 
there has been no material change in 
the situation at Moscow. Saratoff and 
Lodz. 
Theré are grave fears of trou­ 
ble at Ivanov-Vozneshk. the foremost 
cotton goods manufacturing town in 
the empire. 
Predictions are made 
that the ending of the strike will but 
result in increased activity on the part 
of thè revolutioiysts.

St. Petersburg. J an. 28*—The news 
of General Kuropatkin’s successful re­ 
pulse of the J apanese advance comes 
most opportunely. 
The belief exists 
here that Field Marshal Oyama sought 
to take advantage of any depression 
prevailing In the Russian ranks as the 
result of tne news from St. Petersburg 
to launch an ai.ack against General 
Kuropatkin’s right; but the Russian 
commander-in-chief 
seems 
to 
have 
nicely turned the tables, inflicting con­ 
siderable loss upon the J apanese on 
Thursday and taking several positions 
westward along the plain of the Hun 
river. 
Evidently Gen. Kuropatkin is 
following up his victory, the latest 
dispatches from the front, dated 6 
o’clock last evening. Indicating that 
there is a battle in progress extending 
along the center and becoming more 
and more serious. 
However, it seems 
to be confined to the artillery. 
If the 
fighting develops into a general en­ 
ga gem en t 
military men here believe 
that it must reach out to the flanks, 
their opinion being that a frontal at­ 
tack by either side under the present 
circumstances is impossible. 
The authorities are receiving the 
news from the front with great satis­ 
fa ction . being convinced that it will 
serve to at least partially distract at­ 
tention from the strike situation and 
internal 
affairs 
generally. 
Mean­ 
time the strike situation generally is 
im proving. 
In St. Petersburg there is 
no longer any doubt that the strike is 
practically broken. 
Fourteen estab 
lishments already have resumed, and 
an entire starting up of factories 
seems to be assured for next Monday. 
A remarkable feature is that the men 
*bo are returning to work are not 


Moscow, J an. 28.—The day passed 
off quietly. 
It Is now almost certain 
that the strike movement in this im­ 
mediate vicinity will wear itself out 
within a few days. 
The printers re­ 
turned to work yesterday afternoon, 
and a couple more factories south of 
the river have reopened; but it is sus 
pected that the men are trying to 
evade the order that they should not 
be paid unless they resumed work, 
and that after receiving their wages 
today they may again strike. 
The 
manufacturers therefore will not be 
quite reassured until Sunday has gone 
by, but they remain confident of the 
ability of the authorities to put dowua 
disturbances. 
This confidence, com­ 
bined with the announcement that the 
minister of finance is studying the 
statement of the men’s grievances, ex 
plains the decision of the manufac 
turers meeting not to make collective 
concessions. 
The Douma, in extraordinary session 
last evening, decided to take precau­ 
tionary measures to safeguard the 
water, gas and electric works in the 
event of rioting, and also appointed 
s special committee to Investigate the 
causes of the present movement. This 
committee is likely to become an in 
termediary for masters and men and 
help them to adjust their differences. 
Alarming reports have been receiv­ 
ed from Ivano-Veznesansk. the Rus 
sian Manchester. 
There are 200.000 
factory hands there and only a few 
hundred troops. 
Reinforcements will 
be sent there immediately. 
There is 
no confirmation so far of reports of 
serious disturbances.
